believe she was that to hundreds. 
Families were reunited through her 
efforts; husbands and wives long sep- 
arated were reconciled and assisted 
in the establishment of their homes 
again.

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THE vapid and substantia! pro- 
gress recorded wince The Army 
Colors were hoisted in Nigeria, 
just lour years ago, gives cause lor 
much rejoicing. There are in the Ter- 
ritory to-day, twenty-five Corps and 
Societies with nearly forty Officers, 
sixteen of whom are native raised. A 
flourishing aspect is the work on the 
Gold Coast and in this connection a 
letter from Major Grimes, who re- 
cently made a visit of inspection, is of 
interest. ''The purpose of my visit," 
says the Major, "was the formation 
Of the new Gold Coast West District, 
will] Head'jiiarter.s at Scccomlce. 
Commandant Eccles has been appoint- 
ed the first District Officer. 

"During my stay, I visited the vari- 
ous Gold Coast Corps. Aburi, the 
first stop is situated away in the hills 
— a stiff climb for a Motor-lorry, but 
by the delightful air ami scenery one's 
efforts are amply repaid. Teacher 
Botcliley is building up a sturdy Corps 
in this town. I Was also able to visit 
Nswan, where Captain Hammond is 
stationed. A week-end was spent at 
Duakwa. This was the first Corps to 
be opened on the Gold Coast and for 
Salvation vigor and enthusiasm it 
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would be difficult to 
surpass. The Sunday 
morning service was a 
memorable one. In the Prayer Meeting 
row after low of chairs were filled 
with men and women seeking either 
the Blessing of Salvation or Holiness. 
Among the seekers after the Blessing; 
of Full Salvation was Chief Nyibrer, 
of Naarbihi, a small town about twen- 
ty miles away. He is full of Salva- 
tion zeal and is determined to carry 
the news of the Gospel to his own 
people. 

"Dedications and Enrolments of Sol- 
diers were the order of the night Ser- 
vice. 1 was called upon to dedicate 
no less than fifty-five young people! 
In spite of the large number only an 
Individual blessing would suffice, I 
then had the pleasure of enrolling 
eighteen new Soldiers. 

"Heavy rains during the night had 
rendered the roads impassable for 
motor traffic, consequently it was 
necessary to walk a distance of ten 
miles to Nyakrom. We had a full 
program here; a march round the 
town ami a rousing Open-air preced- 
ed the meeting in our own Hull, The 
latter is a structure erected of bam-

boo by the Soldiers. It 
is already too small and 
another Kail, much lar- 
ger and in a better location is in course 
of erection. During the meeting we 
were called upon to enroll five new 
Soldiers and six Recruits. This was 
followed by a meeting with the Sol- 
diers only. 

"After a few hours rest we were 
off to Nsaba where the Paramount 
Chief is a Salvationist. The work 
here is making considerable progress. 
The Chief is determined that for 
Army activities Nsaba shall not lag 
behind other places in the District. 
He placed an order for a full suit of 
uniform for himself as well as caps 
and guernseys for the Soldiers. The 
Chief is- now arranging for the elec- 
tion of a Hall. 

"Next morning we awoke to find 
that owing to heavy rains during the 
night the roads for miles around were 
closed. However, the Lord was good 
to us and, having secured a light lor- 
ry, we obtained a permit to proceed 
to Saltpond. The lorry was an ex- 
tremely early type and beggars des- 
cription. 
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"Willi a plentiful supply of w\ n 
and string it held together, ljut the 
mudguards were of no earthly u«. 
The roads were in a flooded condition 
and my appearance on arriving at my 
destination was anything but ilijrnf- 
fied. Fortunately thi.s made nu dif- 
ference to the warmth of the welcome 
extended. The comrades had waited 
all day hoping against hope that ! 
would be able lo gel through, and 
when they saw me coming down lh e 
road in front of the ear their joy 
knew no bounds. The Schoolroom, 
which was kindly loaned for the oc- 
casion, was packed, many wei-o unable 
to gain admission. We had a elorinm 
time. II was late in the afternoon of 
the following day before the roads 
were opened, but I was able to gel 
through lo Seccondee in time to con- 
duct the Installation of the District 
Officer. 

"It is a pleasure to report that an- 
other important town has just been 
opened. Captain Fashina and Lieut- 
enant Ogedenghe have been appointed 
as the first Officers for lie. Until 
the Quarters are ready the Officers 
are the guests of Ihe son of the King 
of Ife." 



MASTERING THE 
LANGUAGE 

FOR two years past, owing to fin- 
ancial stringency, the Training 
operations in the Northern Ter- 
ritory of India were suspended. It 
has now been made possible, much to 
the delight of all concerned, to open 
the Institution agair>. There arc two 
Training Garrisons in Ihe Territory, 
one at Bareilly in the United Pro- 
vinces and one al Lahore for the Pun- 
jab. At the latter centre a recent 
development is Ihe acquisition of a 
commodious building in a locality well 
.suited to the activities of the Cadets. 
"Chhota Siphai" is the name of the 
latest addition to The Army's large 
family of periodicals. It is the title 
of the "Young Soldier" for the Nor- 
thern Territory. 

Lieutenant Wreddon, a military 
officer and ardent Salvationist, who 
is stationeil at Jind in the Punjab, 
where he is the Medical Officer for 
the railway staff, recently spent a 
week-end at Lahore. He visits and 
prays with the people, both Indian and 
non-Indian and he also conducts a 
Sunday School on proper Salvation 
Army lines. 

Great interest is being shown on 
the part of European Officers in the 
task of acquiring the Native lan- 
guage. All over the Territory they are 
hard al work in Tree moments, pre- 
paring for examinations. It is inter- 
esting to know that of the non-Indian 
Officers of ihe Northern Territory 
there are about sixty-seven who are 
able lo lead a meeting in the vernac- 
ular without the aid of a translator. 
This is remarkable when it is remem- 
bered Unit the Officers are gathered 
from fifteen different countries and 
speak something like thirteen differ- 
ent languages. Many of them have 
been obliged to master the vagaries 
of the English langouge before com- 
mencing the study of the Indian ver- 
nacular.

Now George had 
always been a comparatively "good" 
hoy. and it was no startler when news 
ofliis conversion was circulated. His 
side-partner, however, proved anything 
hut a spiritual help, continuing to 
take his "glass," desecrate the Sab- 
bath, and manifest general indisposi- 
tion towards God and Mis claims. 
Said George (o John one day. "I am 
praying for you, that God may save 
your soul." Riposted John to George, 
"You had heifer -save your breath!" 

Finally ihe day came when Cadet, 
Phillips fiirewelled for the Training 
Garrison, and out. of courtesy his 
workmate attended the service. Ho 
went expecting contusion, riot of 
noise and a jangling babble. To his 
surprise the Meeting ensued with 
military precision, commendable or- 
derliness and sparkling life, John 
Soulliali, critic and skeptic, became 
alive with Interest. His interest 
changed to chagrin when a tactful 
"fisher" accosted him in the Prayer 
Meeting with. "Are you satisfied with 
vour life?" Satisfied with life? Clod, 
the angels and Southall knew be was

The foregoing transpired in Ihe year 
1S.SS, and in May, ]SS1. file CI;iiilon 
Training Garrison also claimed him 
as a prospective Officer in the very 
Organization he had heretofore be- 
littled. 

On Sunday, November 2nd. l!12l. 
forty years had winged their flight 
into the irretraceable Past since 
Captain Southall and his three travel- 
ing mates. Captains Spoouer. Dyer and 
Ciallelley, were accorded th-ir lirst 
Canadian welcome in the old Toronto 
1. Barracks on Richmond Street. 

The days which followed were, stir- 
ring indeed. Imitations ot The Army, 
largely consisting of irresponsible 
people, niaiioeuvered to frustrate our 
plans. Opponents of Ihe most rabid 
lypo harangued against the Salvation- 
ists, and pelted them with more dis- 
gusling missiles than v i I - ■ words. Im- 
prisonment of the spirilnal invaders 
proved a stimulus rather than deter- 
rent In (heir onward march. The 
entire puny of bombarders in Mon- 
Ireal were jailed, but, as ever. "Ihe 
blood of ihe martyrs proved the seed 
of Ihe church." 

One of Captain Sonlhall's first 
dulies upon arriving in Ihe nomininii 
was lo assist in preparing "Tlie War 
Cry." The paper was Ihen parsing 
through ihe limitations of infancy 
days, but certainly was a scorching 
sheet to put in a sinner's bi'iids. The 
Editorial Department now has on file' 
copies of "Crys" printed In 'SI and 
'So. The pages were ponderous i:i 
dimensions, being 1"i'j in. wide and 
'2~>\^ in. high. The old-fashioned wood 
cuts gave rather inanimate impres- 
sions of personalities. The. display 
was spectacular an it flamboyaiii. Pn;t 
the Gospel Message, was unvarnished 
with llowery rhetoric am! -veroed so 
as to cut lo the quick. 

Following a short Rditorial term 
came appointment lo his lirst Cana- 
dian Corps, namely. Challiam. Out. 
Cnplain Southall was in his element 
ami pitched heart and soul into Ihe. 
fray. As an insight inlo happenings 
in Chatham Army circles of (hat. day, 
we fpiole Ihe following from .-i "War 
Cry" dated March 2Sth, 1SR".:

Night firing brisker than ever, gatling 
guns being fired In all directions, then 
a tremendous charge brought Tow en- 
emy on alt fronts. They lay down their 
arms one after another until seven 
surrendered, making eleven for week, 
beside live deserters. Hallelujah!

Having sailer! over ihe unexplored 
seas of opposition, and faced with 
courage, many an uncharted circum- 
stance, (ho man of our story was well 
fill"d lo undertake his next mission 
of conquest. The stormed citadel was 
none of her I ban the heart ot Captain 
Jenny Lauglry. 

Captain Jenny was a Canadian born 
girl and bad commanded Willi suc- 
cess a number of Corps such as Mid- 
land.

Clinton Lodge for widows ami child- 
ren: Woodsidc Lodge for domestics; 
Jlillficbl Lodge at. London, Out., for 
domestics; the latest acquisition be- 
ing the Btirnsidc Lodge at Woodstock 
for boys. 

During the. yiast. year some !">00 boys 
and 1.000 domestics have passed 
through Ontario Lodges and have 
been placed in positions. These new- 
comers lo the. Dominion are all of 
llritish stock and hid fair to become 
staunch patriots of the Land of the 
Maple Leaf. After leaving (lie shel- 
ter of Army Homes, if there ensues 
any misunderstanding with their cni- 
Iiloyers, or misfortune, of anv deserip- 
lion, the immigrants always (hid 
refuge once again in Army care until 
more satisfactory arrangements can 
he made. In addition to the. domes- 
tics and hoys for farm-help, there is 
also muck done Cor widows.- who 
are usually placed as housekeepers. 
. During the past, four decades the 
Rngadier has cultivated a wide range 
of friendships from coast to coast. 
One could count on (he finirers of hig 
hand the Officers to-day in Canada 
who are as well-known as Brigadier 
Southall, whether in British Colum- 
bia or Nova Scotia. May his remain- 
ing years ot service he enriched with 
ihe touch of God's blessing, even as 
have tho;ie year:; long since gone down 
with the sunset.

If that does not operate 
then no spiritual life exists. Con- 
version means having a change of 
heart, quickened hy the Spirit "i 
Christ, and heating true to those 
ssveat principles for which Christ 
died. 

■\Ve are all in need nt this change 
of heart. By nature all we." as 
Isaiah says, "have gone astray." 
That is a' general statement about 
ihc human race as a whole. Rut it 
is followed hy a more specific and 
individual declaration. "We have 
turned everyone to his own way." 
Never mind for the moment what

During recent years we 
have known of men who have shown the greatest possible courage, 
daring and hravcry: they have performed most wonderful feats on the 
field of hattle. hut" when' facing difficulty or temptation, affecting their 
own life and conduct, thev have gone down and made shipwreck of their 
manhood and in many cases lost 'out spiritually. Without a supernatural 
power man is sooner 'or later caught hy the subtlety of the evil one, and 
laken into captivity. 

That .supernatural power — which wc call the power of God — does 
llirec things, l-iist. it changes the evil heart into a righteous heart — the 
evil nature inlo a good nature. Second, it gives the needed strength to 
overcome temptation. dilTicuUy and -cirrow: and thirdly, it gives to man 
(hose graces which assist in the building up of that invaluable possession 
— an uprighl, noble and godly cluf racier. Character i- the deepest faci 
of human life. It is Ihc essential trnlh concerning a man, The word 
means an engraving, something wulicn upon, carved into: and a man's 
characler is the (rulli about the man himself, clearly defined hy God and 
deciphered slnwlv hut surely hy bis fellow men. 

Stalwart character cuns'ist.s of the highest quality of thoughts, words, 
and deeds. When these fall below the known standard then character 
mnv be said to be deteriorating, but when they ascend towards perfec- 
tion then a stalwart character is being acquired. This upward tendency 
is onlv possihle hv a change of heart, the result of which is that instead 
of desiring to do evil .there is ,-■ desire to do good— instead of it being 
natural to do wrong, it becomes natural to do right. 

There is nothing weak or .effeminate in submitting to ibis transfor- 
mation in the heart and life, rather is it manly, admirable and noble. Will 
vou recognize your own need, your own weakness, and throw yourself 
upon the strong arm of a living Saviour Who. is almighty to cleanse, to 
strengthen, and build up in you a stalwart character? Do it now!
